With Unpleasant Results to

The letter was sent to the 
builder of the new postotlii-e and cus- 
loni house 1)11 Sat iifiliiy , aiid by liiIU 
banded Lo the tjliief of Police. 'I'iie 
Movy of thocoiuinclion of the letter was 
told in Court, lo-ilay. I']. C. W'ryde 
ti'stitied tliat on Ft iilay evening of last 
week he was walking on K iiig WiUitiin 
street, willi the pnsonor and nnau'ler 
for t.lie lociil 'J'roy organ munoil Nicliol. 
Olio of tlio.se two produced tlio letter, 
autl dill not- know ivhu was the priii 
oi|ial in tho allair. W. Nicliol deposed 
that Dillabougli showed him the letter 
on Fridiiv iii,i?ht, aiiti told him he in 
tfuideil lo I'o.st it. They agreed that 
it vvouiil bo a good joke. That letter 
was deslroyed and a similar 0110 was 
wrillon in the J/inV otlico next day, 
only Nicliol an 1 Dillabough being [ire 
sent. Nichol identified the envelope. 
Dillabough had told him to advise the 
reci|)ieiit of the letter 

THAT ITWAS A HOAX, 
but tho public wiivo, to Hupposo it was 
genuine. Witness did not tell the eon 
tractor as requested, and Dilliibougli 
was arrested. Their little game did 
not work, and instead of creating a 
scare one of tlieiu was locketl up and 
the other went into llin witness box to 
t(dl tho story of llie silly all'air. .\fter 
llie evidence of tlio Chief of I'oiice, 
Crown Altornev Crerar said thai a 
very serious dlcncc bad been com mill- 
ed and tho autlioritifs put to great 
trouble by this letter, wliich, being 
ationymoiis, could not be dtstiiiguisliod 
from a hioui f!(fi' warning. I\Ir. Cars- 
callen, for tlie been provc'd, bill rallier 
it had been shown that the motive was 
anything but criuiiiial. The Magis- 
trate said: —"The acts of this young 
man are those of one who is nuit. compon 
mentis. He seoms to be crazy, anti I 
have no doubt thiit in a way he has 
been a catspaw for others." Prisoner's 
counsel replied :--"Tliat is .so. Your 
Worship, and it will all come out."

Then he rati with all his might down tho 
center aisle, Inuvliiig and cursing aa ho 
Weill. lie reached the sanctuary rail be- 
fore any of the frightened people could 
intercept him. With a bound he passed 
over the rail and ran up the steps to tho 
allar. This ho attacked and succeeded in 
breaking to fraginenta tho benediction 
pieces staiuiiiig uutside iho tabernacle. 
He then leaped on the allar table and 
cursed the people and iirieala. Disrobing 
hiuiaelf of his coat, vest and pantaloons, 
he danced upon the altar, and then 
snatched up the Communion cloth and 
tore It to tattura with his teeth. Tho 
Bceiie ill the cliurcli waa oiio of terrible 
oxcileinent, and during the panic aoverol 
wouion swooned. Finally the uQiuiutinK 
priest and several of the men recovered 
ihoir self-possession and rushed upon the 
iiilruder. He was hurled from the altar, 
and would have boon torn limb from limb 
but for the iiilerferonco of tho priest. 
Tho man iimde a doaperate resistance, and 
was not overcome until some police ar- 
rived and he was hancuffed. He had 
taken such a linn hold with hia teeth upon 
the Couimunioii cloth that it had to be 
cut away from his ruouth. It was asoar- 
taiiicd that he was of weak mind and had 
become hopelessly demontod during the 
recent exciting piditical events in Derry.
